Signature of 


STATE STARTS PLANTING 


THREE MILLION TROUT 


Fishery Authorities Give Yearlings 


to Clubs to Be Placed In Stream 
Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 12— Penn- 


sylvania 
state fishery authorities 


have begun the fall "planting" of 
trout in the streams of the state and 
it is estimated at the office of the de- 
partment in charge that approximate- 
ly 3,000,000 yearling trout will be 
distributed between P6ptember 1 and 
April 15. It is claimed that this will 
be the largest number of young trout 
ever put out by the state. 


The fish sent out this fall will be 


given to fishing clubs and 
similar 


associations whose officers agree to 
take proper care <n distribution and 
to make reports upon the manner in 
•which the fish survive the winter. 
Trout will also be placed m streams 
which have not contained such fish 
for years. 
Where streams are no 


longer bordered by trees and brush, 
brown trout will be distributed, the 
brook trout being sent where there 
is colder water.

A map is essential to an understand- 


| ing of Paul's labors and adventures— 


especially a present-day map, with its 
modern names of the places which he 
visited. It should be used in teaching 
this lesson, and New Testament his- 
tory generally. 


It will cause the lessons to relate 


themselves more closely to the world 
as we now know it. During the past 
quarter they have extended over a pe- 
riod of about seven years, from ap- 
proximately A. D. 50 to 57, and are all 
centered about the life and teaching 
of Paul. It is difficult to attempt a 
logical review. A number of lessons 
have been introduced from the letters 
of Paul, which are not chronological 
in the development of the church. It 
might be well, perhaps, to consider 
first the leading events in the life of 
Paul, and second the prominent char- 
acteristics of Paul's life as we have 
had them presented to us, and also to 
consider six of the cities in which 
Paul founded churches in Europe, 
studying their modern names and con-1 
ditions and looking into the difficulties 
and dangers which he encountered. 
In Lesson One we have the record of 
Paul's untiring activity, and his per- 
sistent use of the Scriptures. 
Every 


one of his sermons was confirmed by 
the Word of God. Lesson Two pre- 
sents his interest in those who were 
converted in his ministry; also a sug- 
gestion as to his unceasing prayerful- 
•ness on thefr behalf. 
Lesson Three 


presents his tact and wisdom in 
preaching the Risen Christ, and his 
emphasis upon the need of repentance. 
Lesson Four gives a suggestion of his 
untiring activity in the midst of great 
discouragement and in the fact of bit- 
ter apposition. 
Lesson Five reveals 


his persistent determination to know 
and to preach nothing save Jesus 
'Christ and him crucified. Lesson Six 
is Paul's panegyric on love as the su- 
preme gift. 
Lesson Seven is an ex- 


position of the duty and blessedness 
of cheerful giving. In it is given a 
new beatitude of Jesus, "It is more 
blessed to give than to receive," which 
Is nowhere else recorded. 
- Lesson 


Eight, another suggestion as to his 
courage. 
Lesson 
Nine emphasizes' 


humility, compassionate love and a 
•fearless declaration of the whole coun- 
sel of God. Lesson Ten presents his 
forgetfulness of himself and his eager- 
ness to preach Christ even when 
threatened by an unrestrained mob. 
Lesson Twelve_again presents his for- 
getfulness of himself; and bis eager 
seizing of every possible opportunity 
to preach the Lord Jesus.

CALVES 


Cause of Exorbitant Prices for 


First-Class Milch Cows, for 


Beef and Milk. 


In Argentine there is a law making 


It a felony to kill any female of the 
cuttle species that is under six years 
old. 


Argentine is wiser than we are. The 


economic mill grinds. We are now pay- 
ing prices -\\liich may be considered 
exorbitant for first-class milch cows, 
for beef and milk. That the killing of 
hundreds of calves every year for veal, 
and the spaying of thousands of heif- 
ers and fattening them for the block, 
is responsible in a large measure for 
the present high prices of certain food 
commodities, there can be no question. 


Calves are taken from their mothers 


immediately after they are born on the 
pretext that a cow's milk is too valu- 
able for a cow's calf. 
These calves, 


in case it happens to be in the vicinity 
of a large city, are often sold by calf 
buyers to people in the lower districts 
for'bob-veal. Those that are not sold 
to calf buyers are raised on skim 
milk and if they do not die of scours 
tlfoy become runty and badly stunted 
in their growth. 


As a general thing this practice is 


to be condemned. 
The farmer and 


-lairyman are saving .-.t the spigot and 
wasting at the bung. 
They must now 


pay $75 for a good cow and have none 
to sell.

The first thing to do to this tjpi- 


cal strawberry bed is to run over it 
with a mower or scythe and clip off 
both the weeds and the rusty leaves. 
Then, if there is a light mulch of straw 
left on the plants,.* and a brisk breeze 
is blowing, it might be advisable to set 
fire to the bed and to burn It over. 


Follow this with a plow or culti- 


vator, tearing out fully half the plants, 
and 
re-establishing rather 
narrow 


rows. Folknv the plow with a harrow. 
Needless to say, by this time the straw- 
berry bed will seem to have disap- 
peared. 


But a good rain will soon renew it, 


and the leaves will come out bright 
green, and new runners will start. 
These runners will make plants which 
will bear the good berries next year. 


Of course, after a time, the straw- 


berry bed gets so old that it is wise 
to plow it up altogether and start 
anew.
